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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the remarks, applicant argues that the Cox 
reference does not teach "special strut extending from the peak of the serpentine band to the trough of the serpentine band". Firstly, 
examiner asserts that there is no argument that the special strut extends directly from the peak of the serpentine band. In regard to the 
limitation "to a trough", examiner points out that the special strut does not extending only parallel to the longitudinal direction as applicant 
states. The special strut includes the small, longitudinal, straight piece that extends from the peak to the radiopaque marker AND the 
entirety of the radiopaque marker. It is clear that the radiopaque marker (which is part of the special strut) is round and exends outward 
from the peak (along the perimeter of the marker) to the trough in a direction that is oblique to the longitudinal axis. Regarding the 
applicant's argument that "special strut of the instant invention connects a peak to a valley within a serpentine band"; there is no language 
recited in the claims that requires this limitation. 
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
